“What are the reasons that td- 
matoes often grow very luxuriantly 
and yet fail to fruit?” 
It is not uncommon for other^- 
wiae perfectly 
healthful 
tomato 
plants to make a very vlgorou» ^^ 
growth and yet fail to fruit. Thay_ - 
may even simply drop the flower» 
before they have been fertilised. 
The usual causes are a soil that is 
overich, either in heavily manur­ 
ed soil or an excess of commercial 
fertilizer in the soil. 
Any heavy 
feeding, particularly of nitrates, is 
very liable to keep them from fruit 
Ing. 
Shade, sometimes, will pro* 
duce a lack of fruit on a tomato 
vine. 
Far too many people try to. 
grow tomatoes in soil which is en­ 
tirely too rich. 
As your tomato, 
plants Increase in growth, cultivate, 
shallower and don't get too close 
to the plant. 
After the fruit is set 
it is sometimes very helpful to put 
on a straw mulch and quit culti­ 
vating.

the balance can be willed aw’ay un­ 
restrictedly .

As we were one day riding together 
over the open prairie-like valley s, with­ 
out a soul any where in sight— just we 
two and the three ponies and the distant 
mountains— he suddenly asked me why I 
pever said my pray ers. 
“ You British have no religion,” he .said. 
“ You have seen me say my pray ers five 
tinies every day . 
You 
have 
seen 
the 
Kirkhiz in their tents night and morning 
say ing their pray ers. 
But I have never 
once seen y ou say ing y ours.” 
’ I tried to appease him b y say ing that 
I b ad said mine inwardly . 
--But the answer did not satisfy him. He 
continued: 
I have b een to India and I have seen 
the English churches empty all the week. 
Only on Sunday s does any one go to them, 
and only once then. How can y ou care 
ab out religion if y ou practice it so little?

The best cure for the nation's 
economic ills is work, according to 
Joseph M. Klamon, associate pro­ 
fessor of commerce at Washington 
University, who addressed the retail 
merchants division of the Chamber 
of Commerce in a meeting Monday 
night at the Terry Hotel. 
Professor Klamon said that ex­ 
cessive 
optimism 
is 
displayed 
by 
the people at the peak of prosper­ 
ity, while pessimism is expressed 
at the depths of depression—a con­ 
dition that should not be. 
"Perhaps the biggest single prob­ 
lem 
confronting the 
country," 
he 
said, "is the business cycle; alter­ 
native periods of good times and 
hard times; of prosperity and se­ 
vere depression. This is simply an­ 
other way of saying that the rich­ 
est nation on earth with the highest 
standard of living has yet to at­ 
tain economic stability and secur­ 
ity. 
"A number of people 
are now 
asking that some provision be made 
for the maintenance of some con­ 
tinuity of pay through unemploy­ 
ment insurance. It would seem to 
be sound business and social pol­ 
icy as well as sound political ecen- 
omy to plan now for early adop­ 
tion of unemployment insurance." 
Professor Klamon said that more 
than 60 or 70 per cent of the entire 
country is living very close to the 
level of necessity. He said the only 
solution to the problem 
was the 
strengthening of consumer demand. 
Various plans 
of taxation were 
discussed at length and the speak­ 
er recommended 
higher 
taxation 
of persons with higher incomes and 
decrease in taxation of the work­ 
ing man. The farmer should be ex­ 
empt from taxation, he said. 
Speaking 
of 
Secretary 
Mellon's 
plan to meet the deficit in the na­ 
tional treasury, Professor Klamon 
said, "Mr. Mellon suggests a tax 
on 
gasoline. 
Merit 
of 
this 
tax 
rests in its ease of collection and 
the certaintiy of large revenue from 
this source. 
Objections to the plan, 
however, seem very conclusive. The 
brunt of the tax 
will fall 
upon 
tbv many with the relatively small 
incomes, and very lightly on the 
rich, as the small car owner is the 
large gas consumer. 
"W hat appears to be the ideal 
solution to the taxation problem is 
levying high taxes on inheritances, 
incomes 
from 
natural 
resources, 
and gifts. 
The only sound policy 
is to tax in porportion to wages— 
high taxes for persons in the upper 
bracket, and low taxes, or exemp­ 
tion, for those of the lower. Levy 
taxes 
on 
non-production 
enter­ 
prises.” 
Returning 
to 
the 
queation 
of 
unemployment. 
Professor 
Klamon 
said, "The world doesn’t owe any 
man a living, but it certainly owes 
him an opportunity to earn a llv 
Ing. 
Private industry is inadequate 
to be the solution—the government 
must engage in tremendous public 
works. 
It should avail itself of the 
labor power. 
"My advice is, 'stabilize employ- 
men! to continuity,’ 
There is no 
shortage of natural resources and 
people of the United States should 
be the last to complain. 
Our stan­ 
dard of living is not jeopardized 
and we are not forced to compete 
with other countries to such an ex­ 
tent as are other nations. 
"During the depressions of 19 07, 
19 14, and 19 21, people of the United 
States relied on foreign trade to 
bring them 
back to 
their 
normal 
financial standing. 
In this period, 
however, we cannot rely on foreign 
exports for a return to normalcy. 
Our tariff forbids it. 
Other nations 
cannot import goods into this coun­ 
try, and where there are not im­ 
ports, there can be no exports.” 
"The concentration of wealth in 
United States is too great. Peo­ 
ple want to buy, but they can’t. 
But poverty can be abolished, and 
its abolishment lies in the stab­ 
ilization of employment to contin­ 
uity.” 
After announcing he would answ­ 
er any economic questions. Profess­ 
or Klamon was asked. "Is the Gary 
Tax Survey plan constructive for 
the state of M issouri?” 
"I agree with its program," he 
said, "because it tends to relieve 
the wage earner and farm er of a 
heavy tax burden. 
State revenues, 
under the plan, will still come from 
Kansas 
City 
and 
St. 
Louis—Mis­ 
souri’s 
geographical 
taxation 
cen­ 
ters. 
Total revenues will continue 
lo be derived from 9 0 per cent of 
the people, but under the plan, they 
Will be collected from different per­ 
sons—those of the upper bracket."

tragedy perceived. 
Without 
direct mention 
of 
the 
scandals that led to changes in the 
cabinet of which he was a mem­ 
ber, the president said companions 
on that fateful trip came to know 
Mr. Harding as "a man w’hose soul > 
was being seared by a great disil­ 
lusionment.” 
"We saw^ him gradually w’e a k e n! 
not only from the physical exhaus- i 
tion but from mental anxiety,” he 
continued. 
"Warren Harding had a dim reali­ 
zation that he had been betrayed 
by a few- of the men w’hom he had 
trusted, by men w’hom he had be­ 
lieved W’ere his devoted friends. 
"It was later proved in the courts 
of the land that these men had be­ 
trayed not only the friendship and 
the trust of the staunch and loyal 
friend but they had betrayed their 
country. 
"That W’as the tragedy of the life 
of W arren Harding.” 
Recalling the 
post-war 
difficulties 
of 
19 21, 
the 
president said Mr. Harding brought 
w’ith him to the presidency then the 
needed long experience in public 
office.

conflicts at home and 
to 
lessen 
threats of new* wars w’as fulfilled, 
he added. 
The Washington Arms Conference

President Hoover, w’ho w’as sec­

lizes their respect for his memory.

come and go each of them will be 
marked by gatherings here of his 
friends and the people of a grateful 
democracy, for democracy has ever 
paid respect and tribute to those 
w^ho 
have 
given 
her 
service. 
"W arren G. Harding came from 
the people. 
Born just at the close 
ot 
Civil W'ar, it became his re­ 
sponsibility to lead the Republic in 
a period of reconstruction from an­ 
other great war in which our democ­ 
racy had again demonstrated its un­ 
alterable resolve to withstand en­ 
croachment upon its independence 
and to deserve the respect of the 
world. 
"Great as are the problems of the 
conflict the burden of statesman­ 
ship are equally difficult in the re­ 
habilitation of social and economic 
life after the disclosation of -war.

employment, new services to agri­ 
culture, 
the 
establishment 
of 
a 
permanent system of care for dis­ 
abled veterans and their dependents 
—are but some of the enlightened 
measures 
w’hich 
he 
inspired 
and 
advanced. 


"But this is neither the time nor 
the place in historic retrospect to 
catalogue his many services to our 
country. 
They w’ili be recorded and 
gratefully remembered by his coun­ 
trymen. 


“Our thoughts today turn to the 
man himself. 
My first meeting with 
Warren Harding ever lingers in my 
memory. 
It was during the war 
and 
in 
a 
time 
of 
the 
greatest 
strain and anxiety. Late one eve­ 
ning 
the 
then 
Senator 
Harding, 
whom I had never met, came to 
my office. 
W’hen he was announc­ 
ed there flashed into my mind the 
thought that here w’as some com­ 
plaint or a request for some appoint­ 
ment. 
Instead 
the 
senator 
said 
simply: "I have not come to get 
anything. 
I just want you to know 
that if you wish the help of a 
friend,

to it now because it reveals the 
nature of the man. 
"I was one of those who accom­

aspirations. 
Those who were his 
companions on that journey realized 
full w’ell that he had overstrained

And 
w'e came also to know that there 
v/as a man w’hose soul was being 
seared by a great disillusionment. 
W’e saw him gradually w’eaken not 
only from physical exhaustion but 
mental anxiety. 
W arren Harding 
had a dim realization that he had 
been betrayed by a few of the men 
W’hom he had trusted, by men whom 
he had believed were his devoted 
friends. 
It w’as later proved in the 
courts of the land that these men 
had betrayed not only the friendship 
and trust of their stauch and loyal 
friend but they had betrayed their 
country.

prevail in high places, are crimes 
for which punishment can never 
alone. 
"Warren Harding gave his life in 
worthy accomplishment for his coun­ 
try. 
He was a man of delicate 
sense of 
honor, 
of 
sympathetic 
heart, of transcendent gentleness of 
soul—who reached out for friend­ 
ship, who 
gave of it loyally 
and 
generously 
in 
his every 
thought 
and deed. 
He was a man of pas­ 
sionate patriotism. 
He was a man 
of deep religious feeling. He was

No 
revelation 
of 
his character

equal that of his own W’ords just 
before his death. 
They were a pait 
of

statement.

quote: 
" ‘We need less of sectarianism, 
less of denominationalism, less of 
fanatical zeal and Its exactions, and 
more of the Christ spirit, more of 
the Christ practice, and a new and 
abiding consecration and reverence 
for God. 
I am a confirmed optimist 
as to the grow’th of the spirit of 
brotherhood, x x x x We do rise

in others, and give consideration to 
the views of all. 
The inherent love 
of fellow’ship 
is banding men to­ 
gether, and when envy and suspi­ 
cion a?e vanquished, fraternity rec­ 
ords and triumph and brotherhood 
brings new blessings to men and 
10 people. X X X X Christ w’as the 
Prince of Peace, and we who seek 
to render His name glorious must

gree of confidence among our busi­

The chief executive vigorously de­ 
fended the administration’s policies 
in 
dealing 
with 
the 
depression, 
praised the efforts of industry and 
organized labor to minimize its un­ 
fortunate results, and said the "un­ 
derlying forces of recovery are as­ 
serting themselves." 
The things the 
federal 
govern­ 
ment is doing he described as fol­ 
lows: 
"We 
have assured the 
country 
from panic and 
its hurricane 
of 
bankruptcy by co-ordinated action 
between the treasury, the federal 
reserve system, the banks, the farm 
loan and farm board system. 
"We have 
steadily 
urged 
the 
maintenance of wages and salaries. 


"We have reversed the traditional 
policy in depressions of reducing 
expenditures 
upon 
construction 
work. We are maintaining a steady 
expansion of ultimately needed con­ 
struction work in co-operation 
with 
states, 
municipalities 
and 
indus­ 
tries. 
"We have sustained the people 
in 21 states who faced dire disas­ 
ter from the drought. 
"We are giving aid and support 
to farmers in marketing their crops. 
"Through the tariff we arc sav­ 
ing our farmers and workmen from 
being overw’helmed with goods from 
foreign countries. 
"We are holding down taxation 
by exclusion of every possible gov­ 
ernment expenditure not absolute­ 
ly essential or needed to increase 
employment or assistance to 
the 
farmers. 
"W’e are rigidly excluding immi­ 
gration. 
"We are 
maintaining 
and 
will 
maintain 
systematic voluntary or­ 
ganization in the community in aid 
of employment and care for distress. 
"We propose to go forw’ard with 
these major activities and policies." 
From each previous 
depression, 
Mr. Hoover said, 
the nation 
has 
emerged wTth 
a 
valuable 
lesson 
learned. 
"From this one," he added, "we 
shall 
gain stiffening and economic 
discipline, a greater knowledge up­ 
on W’hich we must build a better 
safe-guarded system. We havte come 
out of each previous depression In­ 
to a period of prosperity greater 
than ever before. We shall do so 
this time.” 
Out of the troubled times, he 
said, the country wTll emerge de­ 
termined to 
examine 
searchlngly 
the banking system w’hich allowed 
wasteful speculation; 
a 
taxation 
system w^hich intensified 
dumping 
of securities on a falling market 
and put an unfair burden on land 
and home owners; and a marketing 
system which lends itself to illeg­ 
itimate speculation. 
Analyzing the depression he said 
its major causes rooted back into 
the w’orld war or otherwise recov­ 
ery would have taken place months 
ago, in spite of this country’s con­ 
tributing efforts in the way of wild 
speculation, loose and extravagant 
business methods, and unprecedent­ 
ed drought. 
WTth the 
whole w’orld 
plunged 
into hard times as the result of in­ 
heritances from the war, mounting 
armament, and huge taxes, it was 
inevitable, he added, that this coun­ 
try would be drawn in. 
Marvelous 
resources 
in 
land, 
mines, mills, and man power, com­ 
bined with good harvest prospects, 
were the underlying forces of re­ 
covery which, he said, would heal 
the economic w’ounds. 
Congratulating leaders of indus­ 
try and labor on their co-operation 
to maintain the 
American 
living 
standard, Mr. Hoover asserted that 
never in history had there been so 
little social disorder in times of de­ 
pression. This, he said, was the re­ 
sult of the general effort to main­ 
tain industrial peace and is a per­ 
manent gain in national solidarity. 
He outlined expansion of useful 
public w’orks, establishment of wide­ 
spread 
federal 
employment 
agen­ 
cies, and maintenance of the tariff 
as the greatest contributions the 
federal government can make to re­ 
covery without resorting to doles, 
federal operation of business, or a 
general lowering of the living stan­ 
dard. 
Noting proposals 
that 
recovery 
could be expedited by revising the 
tariff, 
Mr. 
Hoover vigorously 
as­ 
serted nothing could so prolong the 
depression as a session of congress 
devoted to this purpose. 
"We should have full faith and 
confidence in those mighty resourc­

he said in conclusion, "Far from

The historic old Fairfield w ater­ 
mill, for years a faithful servant of 
mankind, is soon to undergo an un­ 
usual transformation—that of 
be­ 
coming a modern hotel; retaining, 
however, all the rustic atmosphere 
of bygone days within Its hand 
hewn walls. 
Harley Wilson, progressive Alex­ 
ander township stockman, recently 
purchased the mill from William 
Veulemans and has organized the 
Old Mill Development Company to 
aid in this resort project. 
Be Na me d Old Mill Ta v e rn. 
Mr. Wilson intends to add an ex- 
tr*' story to the building, making 
a five story hotel. 
Hardwood floors 
are to be used throughout. 
It is 
planned to remodel the second floor 
into an attractive sportsman dining 
hall. 
The built in scales in the 
front of the building and three of 
the elevators are to be left intact, 
which 
will 
undoubtedly 
remind 
guests of the historic back ground 
of this ninety year old landmark. 
All modern conveniences will be in­ 
stalled in the hotel, which Mr. Wil­ 
son has appropriately named "The 
Old Mill Tavern." 
The hand hewn timbers and rock 
in the present mill were a part of 
the

built by 
Judge George 
Alexander In 1841, who was a great 
great grandfather of Mr. Wilson. 
Slave labor was used in the con­ 
struction. 
Power was furnished by 
the formation of a dam across the 
Pomme-de-Terre, 
whose 
waters 
turned 
the gigantic wooden 
mill 
wheel. 
W ater power w’as later re­ 
placed by steam engines, however 
the ancient turbines still remain in 
their customary resting place.

Italy—An air joy ride 
of 20,000 miles over eleven Euro­ 
pean countries has convinced Cap­ 
tain Frank Hawks, American speed 
ace, the United States has much to 
leam from Europe concerning flying 
field management. 
On the other hand, America has 
a few lessons to offer on such mat­ 
ters as proper surfacing for landing 
fields, the use of brakes on planes 
and the speeding up of mail and 
passenger service. 
"The fundamental difference be­ 
tween 
European 
and 
American 
fields is that here they become so­ 
cial 
centers,* 
Hawks 
said 
today. 
“Every large European airport has 
magnificent 
field 
houses, 
restau­ 
rants, cafes and beer gardens. Peo­ 
ple with only small interest in act­ 
ual flying use these fields for re­ 
creation and sports. This is some­ 
thing in the spirit of the American 
Aviation 
Country 
clubs, 
but 
the 
European fields are open to the 
public instead of being small and 
exclusive." 
Ha’W’ks said the finest field he 
has seen in Europe is Tempelhof in 
Berlin. 
‘‘I think Berlin has the best field 
in Europe, at least the best I’ve 
seen and I have been in eleven 
countries and have stopped at most 
of the important fields in those 
countries. One reason for this is 
that Tempelhof is only 12 or 15 
minutes from the center of -the city, 
a factor that helps draw crowds. 
“The 
tables 
there 
are 
loaded 
with beer, there Is a general holi­ 
day atmosphere, and all this helps 
sell aviation to the public. 
‘‘One of the biggest differences 
between 
American 
and 
European 
fields is the lack of paved runwayi 
in Europe. I have not tried land­ 
ing at any of these European air­ 
ports in rainy weathre, but I know 
what they must he. European fields 
are far rougher than American but 
the ground crews are superb, show'- 
ing remarkable speed and ease in 
handling planes. 
“Another 1 point 
of 
variance 
is 
the lack of brakes 
on 
European 
planes. Also, here they fly passen­ 
ger ships on schedule in weather 
much worse than is thought safe in 
the United States. This is not caused 
by recklessness but by a different 
point of view. 
“Schedules 
on 
European 
lines 
are somewhat slower than those in 
America. Mail lines In the United 
States are much faster, better and 
longer than 
anything in 
Europe. 
Also we do much more night flying 
at home, particularly of mail."

Two o f the indictments charged 
him with ev ading Inco me taxes o n 
a ten year inco me o f $1,038,654.84. 
The o ther accu sed Capo ne o f co n­ 
spiring with 68 o ther men to “man 
u factu re and transpo rt beer” in the 
Chicago area fro m 1921 u p to the 
present time. 
Fiv e tho u sand sep­ 
arate' o ffenses w'ere alleged. 
Capo ne perso nally said 
“gu ilty“ 
to each o f the three indictments 
and three minu tes after the hearing 
had started, he left u nder heav y 
po lice gu ard. 
The maximu m po ssible sentence 
u nder the inco me tax indictment is 
32 years in priso n, bu t the highest 
ev er giv en by a federal Ju dge o n 
a plea o f gu ilty w'as two years. Two 
o f Capo ne’s henchmen who fo u ght 
the case were sentenced to fiv e and 
three years respectiv ely while tw’o
